BY-LAWS OF NEW 

BODY ANNOUNCED 


CONDEMN CONDITIONS 

AT MENLO HOSPITAL 


Adoption of a constitution and by¬ 
laws for the recently formed Penin¬ 
sula Electrical Development League, 
was announced Friday by officials of 
the organization with the further an¬ 
nouncement that dealers of the terri¬ 
tory from Daly City to Mayfield are 
to be enlisted in the league.

The policy of restriction seemed necessary, in view of the certainty 
that unprccedcntcsi numbers would flow to us from Europe following the 
war; more than we could l)e sura of assimilating, more than the European 
countries could well spare. 

Had there been no limitations, the number of newcomers among us in 
the last four years would probably have l)een several million greater. If 
we had been called upon to receive and place sueb a number it niav well 
be doubted whether they would have found their condition here much 
better than it was in Europe. Certainly, our problem of helping adjust 
them to the new conditions and the hard competition of such a situation, 
would have been far more difficnilt.

Comjxitent official authorities have estimated that 2,000,000 would 
have come in each of these four years, or over three times as many as did 
actually come. We may well doubt whether that would have l)een hr the 
advantage of either them or the ewuntrv. 

The welfare of all the people will !« promoted by a truly national life. 
In these last few years we have all realized aa never l)efore the need to 
bring alxnit the spiritual unification of this great people. A hundred and 
ten million people, living together, may or may not constitute in the full 
sense a nation of a hundred and ten million. The war brought apprecia¬ 
tion of this truth.

Several weeks ago we had the pleasure of attendin^^e 
regular luncheon of the South San Francisco Manufacturers' 
Association at the Palace Hotel in San Francisco. We were 
greatly impressed with the calibre of men present. We do not 
mean from the standpoint of ability and standing in the com¬ 
mercial world, for that is a forgone conclusion. What im-, 
pressed us. however, was the general spirit of fairness in all ■ 
their deliberations, the splendid feeling of good fellowship, 
which prevailed and the total lack of bunkum noticeable in the 
brief addresses made. 

What impressed us more than anything else, was the spirit 
of fairness, and this impression has inspired this editorial. 

Certain matters came up which concerns not only the wel¬ 
fare of the manufacturers themselves, but also the city of ^ 
South San Francisco, as a whole. Naturally the manufactur- 
«rs were anxious to have these conditions adjusted and improv-j 
ed. During the discussion the key note was exclusively “Co-j 
operation,” with the other fellow. In other words, it was sug- j 
gested the matter be not taken up in the public press. It was 
not suggested that the secretary write a strong letter to the 
people concerned; there was absolutely no feeling of animosity 
displayed. It was unanimously decided to invite the other 
parties to the subject matter to a get together conference and 
discuss the matter thoroughly. 

This is how the association representing an investment of 
millions of dollars, in our city and with an annual pay roll of 
many millions takes up important matters. South San 
Francisco is an industrial city. On the other hand we have the 
men with the capital. On the other hand we have the men 
who labor. These two factors which go towards making up a 
progressive manufacturing or industrial city do not always see 
eye to eye. Unfortunately, at times this results in a strike. 
strike means a loss to not only the two salient factors concerned 
but to the city as a whole. It means a loss to the merchants, 
and in consequence a loss to many other classes of labor. 

Labor unions, when properly conducted are among the 
finest organizations we have toda.v. The workingmen owe a 
great deal to organized labor. The workingmen, on the other 
hand, also owe a great deal to the financier and big manufac¬ 
turers. 

Consequently the spirit of co-operation should prevail.

EXTREME CARE NEEDED.— 
Unfortunately, glaai haa a habit 
of cracking Jnat aa the laat bole 
la being bored. DriUing glaaa la 
a tedloua job, to aay tba leaat, al- 
tboagh unra are two metboda 
by whMi It may be dona. 

The flrat la by allowing bydro- 
ttnorlc acid to eat lu way 
through, and the accond la the 
old-faahloned method of drilling 
with carborundum and tuti»en- 
tine. 

In both caaea the panel, after 
being cut to alee, must be apotted 
with a glaaa-cuttlng tool for loca¬ 
tion of holea. 

When using the drilling meth¬ 
ods, patience la surely a Tlrtue; 
without It, cracked panels will be 
the reward. The materials re¬ 
quired are a hand drill, a three- 
cornered file and a small quan¬ 
tity of carborundum, and some 
turpentine, which can be ob¬ 
tained at any paint supply bouse. 

The very tip end Is broken oft 
the three-cornered file, and the 
remaining length, which should 
not be longer than three Inches, 

Is clamped In the hand drill and 
used the same as If drilling bard 
rubber. A light pressure la used 
and fairly high speed. 

Frequent appllcaUons of tur¬ 
pentine must be made to the 
point. Alternations can be made 
from the file point to that of a 
piece of pointed carborundum 
fastened In the same manner In 
the drill. Aa the drIlUng pro¬ 
ceeds, lighter and lighter pres¬ 
sure must be used, as the glass 
la naturally weakened at the 
point of drilling. It la aoggaated 
that the constructor try drilling 
a hole or two In some scrap glass 
to get the "knack'' before be 
tries It en an eapeaslTe glass 
panel. 


How Legulaiivm Powor 
/• Dividod in Denmark 

Denmark la a constitutional mon¬ 
archy. The legislative power la vested 
in the king and the rigsdag or diet, 
much aa the leglslattve power In BrH- 
ish countries la vested In the king and 
parliament.

elected fur the Faroe Islands by sim¬ 
ple majority. The term of the legisla¬ 
ture Is four years, explains the Family 
Herald. |

five years of age. The members of ' 
the landsthing sit for eight years. ^ 
The rigsdag must meet every year on 
the first Tuesday In October, 

The executive government, very 
much like that of Great Britain, la la 
the hands of the king and his ministers 
who are responsible to tlie rigsdag.

He was gen¬ 
eral claim agent of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway al the time and 
held a number of safety rallies with 
the object of educating the men In 
safety staudarda It Is not stated posi¬ 
tively, however, that ha originated the 
slogan "Safety first." The bureau of 
mines says that the phrase "Safety 
first" became a national slogan In the 
year 1911 when the bureau of mines 
gave a national safety first demonstra¬ 
tion at Pittsburgh. Pa. Previous to 
this the phrase, "Safety la the first 
cunalderatiuB," was used on the sta¬ 
tionery and among the employees of 
the U. C. Frick Coke and Steel com¬ 
pany of Pittsburgh and the Illinois 
Steel company of Chicago. But since 
the national demonstration these 
firms and a great many others dealing 
with safety appliances have adopted 
this phrase.

All male employes of the Plant de- j 
partment of the Pacific Telephone and j 
Telegraph company In the Coast dl-1 
' vision have received a course In 
first aid, according to J. F. Adams, 
manager here. 

The course consists of nine lec- 
’ tures and in these nine lectures the 
I men are put through the actual work 
of rendering first aid from a simple 
cut on the hand to the most severe I 
Injury which might occur to any part i 
of the body. I. 

Bandages, splints and all articles, 
necessary are furnished to' the classes. 
Kach employee is furnished with in-. 
dividual first aid kits and the con- { 

' structlon crews are furnished with 
kits that contain everything to take 
care of any injury that might happen 
to an employee while at work. 

Kach year an elimination contest 
is held between first aid teams of 
picked men from the different depart¬ 
ments in the Coast Division. The i 
winning teams compete in a final | 
contest held at San Francisco and a | 
silver cup is awarded to the winning 
team. 

All employees of the C&nipany are 
Instiucted to render flrat aid to any 
one who has suffered injuries. Sev¬ 
eral employees have done actual work 
since being Instructed in first aid. In 
one case in particular, an employee 
worked on a girl for two and one half 
hours after she had been taken from 
the water, apparently drowned, and 
finally brought her to life by uting 
the prone pressure metrod of anlfl-' 
clal respiration. 

A record is maintained of all em¬ 
ployees rendering first aid anil the i 
most notable cases are rewarileii by 
Theodore N. Vail Medals and cash i 
awards.

Too Often Confused 

I should like to call attention to a 
mistake which appeared in the Public 
Ledger of March 7. It was the confu¬ 
sion, or rather the mistaken Identlflca- 
tlon, of •’Pilgrims" and ’’Puritans.” 
Even as well read and well educnte<l a 
man as Theodore Roosevelt mode this 
error and was corrected by Henry Ca¬ 
bot Lodge, writes Jane H. Farnham in 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

The Pilgrims settled Plymouth in 
1620, while the Puritan migration did 
not take place until 16.80, when the 
Bay colony was founded. No doubt 
both colonies were Intolerant, accord-' 
ing to our modem views, but the Puri¬ 
tans were stem In the extreme and 
banished such as differed with them In 
religious beliefs. Among those lian- 
Ished were Roger Williams, Anne 
Hutchinson and the Quakers. 

The Pilgrim colony for fifty years at 
least did not restrict the votes to 
church members, as the Puritans did. 

Perhaps this difference between Pil¬ 
grims and Puritans seems Inllnltrslmal 
to Philadelphians, hut It is rather Im¬ 
portant In New England.
